personalities, ‘To give him even 
greater standing he was apq- 
pointed Chairman of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee of the Soviet 
of Naotlonalitics, an_ office previ- 
cusly held by Shepilov, In 
theory, these posts would re- 
quire’ Mukhitdinew’s presence in 
Mo:eow, but he can hardly 
ofturdto spend much ftimein the

In Bul- 
ganin’s and _Khrushchev's large 
entouruge, Rashidov was only 
one among many, but during 
Mikoyan's and Voroshilov’s 
journeys he has been much mora 
in the limelight; indeed he was 
almost on a fooling of cquality 
with the high personages he ace 
companied, Rashidov is Chatr- 
man of the Presidium of the 
Supreme Sovict of the Uzbek 
SSR, and a Vice-President of 
the Sovict Union, 


munists, They had no share In 
jhe, patlenal liberation struugle 
heir fathers waged ins’ 
Moscow, and they joined the 
Party only on tho eva of World 
War II, after the purge was 
over, The spirit in which they 
were reared was one of sub- 
serviénee and obedience to Stalin 
rnd his system of colonial ‘rule. 
The Kremlin now huaps 
and honours on them to keep 
them pliable and loyal, : 


The same may be said of 
Bobzhdan Gafurov, the third 
man jin the new Communist 
Asian trio, of which we might 
hear o great deal moro in the 
near future.

.eent abroad in a _ political 
capacity, Only last March he 
went to Tunls to participate 511 
the celebrations of the first

anniversary of Tunisian inde- 
pendence,. 

That trip is not without, Its 
tragl-comic aspect. Gafurov, 
who represented the USSR at 
the Tunisian independtnee 
celebrations, would not dare, in 
the present situatlon, to demand 
independence for his own 
country, Tadzhikistan. Too many 
Tadzhiks have olready fallen in 
{het «struggle for nationa 
¢mancipation, , Gafurov, now 38, 
saw o large number of them dis- 
appear Including Tadzhikistan's 
Frime Minister, Shotemor, its 
Rakhimbayev, __and 
most of the Ministers and high 
Party. chiefs, :

Hig main ualification for the 
utter is his kK, “The History 
of the Tadzhtk People.” The first 
tdition of this work was too pro- 
Tadzhik and insufficintly pro- 
Ttussian. from the.. Kremlin's 
point of view... The chapters 
acaling with the Russian con- 
quest of Central Aria had to be 
revised. So even on Asian Com- 
munist Uke Gafurov, in whom

central nervous system, 
they are now rare. : 


The most common cnuse_ of 
convulsions’ as Lttle ae half oa 
century ago was lack of vitae 
min, D, with consequent deve- 
lopment of the doficiency dis- 
caso rickets. The universe! od- 
ministration to babies of vitamin 
D, cither in cod or other, fish- 
liver oll or in synthetic “@feps,” 
plus the enrichment of milk 
with vitamin D, has virtually 
climimated severe rickets, sod 
renderet tho milder forms Icsa 
common. Now, convulsions ara 
duc to other causes, 


Digestive disturbcnecs, onoe 
bhimed for convulsions, may 
precipitate but do not cause 
convulsions, Neither docy decth- 
ing or avorms, These may_make 
tho child ill, but they are not 
the cause of convulsions. 


SERIOUS CAUSES 


When a child from ‘six to 36 
months old has convulsloas to- 
day, it is usually because of an 
infestious or other acute dis-~ 
case, epilepsy, or brain injury at 
hinth. Under six months ft may 
De due to calcium metabolism 
disturbances; from three to 10 
years, most often duc to 
epilepsy, with infections diseases 
second, After 10 years, .the usual 
cause bs epilepsy. 

Injury to the braln may take 
place from _excesalve pressure- 
moulding of the head ‘during 
birth, or to drugs usod to case 
the mother’s pain, There is a 
Umitation upon tthe amount of 
painerelief which can be given 
without detriment to the unborn: 
child, which, is still receiving ite 
oxygen and its — aourlshment 
through the mother’s blood, and 
therefore is gotting drugs which 
dhe mother recelves. ‘ 

Infeotious ‘diseases, which’ in 
infants and young children 


may induce. convulsions because

about a dozen metals—iron, copper, aluminium, 
tin ‘and zinc are ones that leap to the mind. 

In recent’ years, however, more and more 
attention has been paid to the “new” metals. 
Although many.of these have unusual names and 
may not be widely known, most of them have been 
known. as laboratory curiosities for many scores 


of years. 


But they are still new In the 
technulopical sense, for only in 
the pasi few years have attempts 
been made to produce them a8

What ute the reasons for this 
growing Interest in the new 
metals? The renson” currently 
claiming most publicity is the 
world-wide cffort to produce 
commercial clectrig power from 
nuclear fission. This has brought 
such names oy uranium, pinton- 
jum, thorium, zirconium, beryl- 
Num, hafnium, vanadium and 
nioblum inio the news.
